Maysvllle Once Kseapes Increase — 
Schedule of Charge* For Buslnen* 
and Home Phone* Given State 
Commission. 

Frankfort, Ky., May 6.-The sched- 
ule of new telephone rates effective In 
this 8tate May 1 was filed yesterday 
with the State Railroad Commission 
by the Cumberland Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and the Southern 
Bell System. The schedule will be 
submitted to the Commission when It 
meets May 7. 

According to the schedule business 
rates in fifty-eight towns and cities 
were raised from $2.75 to $3 and res- 
idence rates from $1.65 to |2. Two 
party line rates in these cities were 
Increased fifty cents. In forty towns 
and cities two party line rates were 
Increased twenty-five cents. 

Although the list of towns and cities 
In which rates will be increased in- 
cludes most every village as well as 
town and city In the entire state, luck 
ily Maysvllle Is not Included In the 
liat 

Officials of the Maysvllle Telephone 
Company today said they had not been 
advised from their Louisville head 
quarters of any contemplated increase 
In 'phone rates for this city this year 
The Maysvllle Telephone company was 
granted a considerable Increase in 
telephone rates when the last fran- 
chise was granted that company.

Maysvllle Negro Who Threatened Thai 
He Would Never Leave Maysvllle 
Alive Is Taken II) Surprise 
By Officers and Kemoved 
to Death ( ell. 

Sheriff Galbrouth, Chief of Police 
Harry A. Ort and Jnllor Watson early 
this morning left Maysvllle having In 
charge Lewis Harris, condemned to 
die In the electric chair at Eddyvllle, 
for the state peniteutiary at that place 
to turn him over to the state authori- 
ties that he may pay his penalty for 
one of the most cruel murders In the 
history of Mbhoii county. 

Although officials and newspaper re- 
verters knew that Harris would be re- 
moved to Eddyvllle this mornlnn the 
nutter was kept perfectly secret not 
for fear of a mob for there never has 
been any Indication of mob formation 
In the entire cape but that the matter 
might be kept absolutely secret from 
Harris and that he might be takon by 
bnrprlse. 

Several times since he has been re- 
fused a new trial by the Court of Ap- 
peals and since his day of execution 
has been fixed by Governor Stanley. 
Harris has threatened to do harm to 
himself and to others when he would 
be moved to the State Penitentiary. It 
was therefore absolutely necessary 
that the word would not get to him 
that he was to be moved this morning 
Only a few days ago Harris told J-i'1 • 
Watson that he would never leave the 
Mason county jail alive and that ho 
would cause the officers some trouble 
when they came for him if only that he 
might draw some of their bullets to 
take his life before he was sent to tin 
electric chair. 

The Sheriff, Jailer and Chief of Po- 
lice came In upon Harris very unex- 
pectedly this morning. They took Mm 
by complete surprise before he haii 
any time whatever to do violence to 
himself or to ayone else and he wa* 
carefully secured so that he wouli! 
give them no trouble in the removal 
The officers and their prisoned left 
this morning over the C. & O. for New - 
port where they took the L. & N. for 
Louisville and then on to Eddyvllle 
They had absolutely no trouble be- 
cause the matter was handled so verv 
carefully and because Harris was 
taken unaware. 

The prisoner will he placed In the 
death cell at Eddyvllle and there con- 
fined until the sixth day of June when 
just before daybreak he will be takei 
to the electric chair and his Ufa taken 
to satisfy the law. 

The officials at Eddyvllle will be ad 
vised of Harris' threats that he would 
never die In the chair and he will 
there be given no opportunity to do 
himself harm so as to rob the law.

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BURLESON AGAIN 

Postmaster General Burleson was quick to see the disadvantage 
entailed by the refusal of his department to transmit by telegraph 
certain strictures of the New York World upon his administration. He 
immediately issued instructions to lift "the rules prohibiting trans, 
mission of messages containing libelous matter, so far as messages 
referring to the Postmaster Generul arc concerned." 

But the deed had been done and the tyrannical possibilities of 
Government ownership and operation of telegraph lines had been re- 
vealed. The Nw York World is an influntial newspaper of great finan- 
cial resurces. It can hit hard in a fight. Therefore Mr. Burleson con- 
descends to let it use the telegraph in its criticism of his administra- 
tion. But what if Mr. Burleson's critic had been <w leas wealthy, 
less influential, some obscure newspaper or periodical of greater in- 
dignation than power? Would Mrfl Burleson have been so quick in 
condescension 1 Or, if Mr. Burleson were more deeply entrenched 
in power and the question of Government ownership and operation of 
the telegraphs had been settled, would even the New York World 
have been permitted to transmit its argumentative matter, termed 
' libelous by Mr. Burleson? 

Knowing Mr. Burleson's record as a petty politician turned im- 
peril) autocrat, we are inclined to the view that it is only the fact 
vthat Government ownership is a present political issue which pre. 
vents him from quietly sitting on the New.York World's ease, find- 
ing that newspaper guilty, and using the heavy hand of the entire 
postal department to visit vengeance upon its head. Under the sys- 
tem he has temporarily achieved and seeks to make permanent, Mr.' 
Burleson has the power to dry up the waters of publicity.— Cincinnati 
Times-Star. 

IT SOMEWHAT DEPENDS 
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The Christian Science Monitor is impressed that "it might fairly 
be argued that the discontinuance of fences is a pleasant symbol of 
friendly and neighborhood relations, and that the league of nations 
is. after all, simply a movement to obviate the suspicious necessity of 
each nation surrounding itself with a fence." 

Perhaps, and then again perhaps not. While John Jones might 
think of it as a contribution to a greater neighborlinesa to remove 
the fence that distinguished the domain of the John Joneses from

SHAW ASSAILS Fit EE TRADE 

Washington. — "Protect your own 
country and let the rest take care of 
themselves, because they will do it 
anyway," is the homely advice given 
by former Secretary of the Troasry. 
Leslie 11 Shaw, in n statement In 
which he attacks the league of nations 
covenant because I . provides for the 
removal of economic barriers. 

"Who is credulous enough to be- 
lieve," he says, "that the proposed 
constitution, which admittedly does 
not unite but at best only confeder- 
ates will prove more effective as a 
peace preserver than the Constitution 
of the t'nited Slates, which Gladstone 
declared the greatest chart of freedom 
that ever fell from the pen of man at 
one time? The league Is anything but 
a union, and yet it proposes ultimate- 
ly to gather within its jurisdiction all 
the nations of the »arth. Economic 
rovalrles, which President/Wilson says 
have been the prime causes of war 
and which he asserts must be prevent- 
ed In binding terms, else peace would 
be both insincere and insecure, are 
eliminated as far as possible between 
the states of this proposed union, tlut 
if Mr. Wilson's avowed Intention to af- 
fect international free trade is not de- 
finitely squelched and prohibited, the 
American people will surrender their 
Industrial and economic independ- 
ence."

Bury Them Deep 

Buzzards or dogs will soon dispose 
of a dead hog at this season of th« 
year; but they will carry infection to 
nil portions of the surrounding coun 
try. A dead hog is dangerous to all 
the other hogs on the same farm and 
to every hog in the State. " 

The College of Agriculture at Lex- 
ington recommends that all dead ant 
Dials should be thoroughly burned or 
burled deep. As burning a body un- 
til only the ashes remain is a difficult 
mat tor, burying Is much simpler. How- 
ever, the fanner should remember 
that a shallow covering of earth will 
not keep dogs from the dead body. At 
least 5 feet of earth should cover the 
dead animal after a liberal inppljr of 
ijiiickllme has been sprinkled over the 
carcass.

On 
motion the matter was referred to the 
Gas and Electricity Committee and the 
City Attorney who will confer with the 
Gas Company on a new contract.

STRONG ADDRESS 



MEN MONDAY NIGHT 

Reproscntatlie of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce (Jives Lo- 
ral Business Men Many 
Pointers. 



There was quite a large body of rep- 
resentative Maysville business men 
and members of tho Chamber of Com- 
merce who turned out Monday night to 
hear Mr. Colvln B. Brown of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
stall's, speak on "Why a Community 
Should Support Its Chamber of Com- 
merce." 

JuBt before the address, a most en- 
joyable concert was rendered by the 
Boys' Band. Many citizens who had 
not yet heard the Boys' Band and were 
highly pleaBed with the results Ihut 
have been obtained under the efficient 
leadership of Prof. J. W. Young. 

President Cochran, of the Maysville 
Chamber of Commerce took charge of 
the meeting and expressed the citi- 
zens' appreciation of tho efforts being 
put forth by the boys of the band, their 
parents and the band committee and 
assured them that It would not be long 
before they would have the deserved 
uniforms. 

Mr. Cochran then Informed the 
members that the local Chamber of 
Commerce holds membership in the 
Chamber of Commerce of the U. S. of 
America which Is considered the par- 
ent of the commercial organizations of 
the United States and It was through 
this connection that we were fortunate 
in having their representative, Mr. 
Brown, visit our city nnd meet with 
our men. He then introduced Mr 
Brown who expressed his appreciation 
of the fine reception and entertainment 
that had been accorded him during his 
visit In our city and assured the mem- 
bers that he would hereafter sound the 
praises of Mason county's hospitality. 

Mr. Brown began his address by 
slating the purposes and functions of 
the Chamber of Commerce. He called 
to the minds of the members the fact 
that a good citizen was not only one 
that exercised his duties toward his 
family and neighbor but rendered a 
particular service to the community 
that furnishes protection nnd conven- 
iences for he and tils family. He then 
demonstrated the need of an organized 
effort of the good citizens of the com- 
munity to uphold that which had been 
gained and strive for a greater do 
velopment. 

Many features necessary to the op- 
eration of a successful Chamber of 
Commerce were discussed, such ns-- 
program of work which he divided 
Into three particular departments, 
namely, Industries. Commerce and 
Civics; Community house nnd its ad- 
vantages to the development of com- 
mercial trade; co-operative marketing 
as a connecting link between the city 
and urban man and the use of the de- 
partment at Washington by the citi- 
zens of the United States. 

He dwelt quite at length upon trans- 
portation as one of the Important ele- 
ments in the growth of the nation and 
stated that In speaking of transporta- 
tion he did not only refer to the rail 
and water method we so often think 
of in referring to transportation. His 
conception of one of the problems in 
transportaton was the removal of ob- 
structions to the free flow of traffic 
and the primary problem for solution 
was the development of our national 
highways. In speaking of national 
highways he stated that he did not 
mean tho one that ran from coast to 
coast but the one connecting the home 
of the country man with the city. 

Foreign trade was briefly treated 
and the speaker gave the members a 
liroader conception of the part which 
America will play in the development 
of Its international trade area. The 
retail merchants were urged to parti- 
cipate In every move Inaugurated by 
the Chamber of Commerce, such as 
Dollar Days, Style Week, Trade Trips 
and Special Events, to stimulate re- 
tall trade. 

In conclusion Mr. Brown urged up- 
on the members to strive for a greater 
Maysville. In this connection he urged 
that the men inaugurate a systematic 
plan of growth for the city of Mays- 
ville looking ahead some 40 or 50 
years. 

A rising vote of thanks was tendered 
Mr. Brown at the conclusion of the 
address for his kindness. In bringing 
to the emembers of the organization so 
forceful a message and extended him 
an Invitation to visit Maysville should 
he be in this city again.

Kecord This Year. 

The following communication has 
been roceived from the Sunday School 
Attendance Secretary. 

Will you kludly permit the Sunday 
School Attendance Secretary a word 
of explanation relative to the apparent 
decrease In the attendance Sunday 
from that of one year ago. There was 
no deoreuse. Instead there was a nice 
Increase. Here Is the explanation: 
Last year the Hillsdale school was in- 
cluded in the city total which made it 
3022. Now add the Hlllsdalo attend- 
ance of 240 to the city attendance this 
year and you have 3186, 164 more than 
last year. The reason for placing the 
Hillsdale school with the county 
schools is that in the county organiza- 
tion this Bchool is included in the Do- 
ver district. We are glad to make 
this explanation so as to show that 
Sunday was the greatest Sunday 
School day Maysville and Mason coun- 
ty ever had. If we had had the time 
and had known just how to reach the 
few remaining county schools that 
didn't report I am satisfied the grand 
total would have been fully five thou- 
sand. As it is our intention, tho news- 
papers permitting to continue the pub- 
lishing of the attendance, we would be 
glad to get in touch right away with 
every school In tho county, lteniem- 
ber our phone 217.
